Ful Administrator Garfield, act- 
ing in conjunction with the rail- 
road administration, announced that 
only the industries included in the 
first ftve classes of the priority list 
established during the war would 
be furnished coal, 
utilities would be aske to discon- 
tinue furnishing power, heat and 
light to non-essential industries. 

The industries to which coal will 
be furnished will be railroads, 
coastwise and inland shipping. army 
and navv and other government de- 
partments, state and county départ- 
ments. and institutions, public 
utilities, including newspapers, and 
retail dealers supplying household

GET TOGETHER FOR RICHMOND 


Richmond still lacks a whole lot of get- 
together spirit: and team work that it 
must have before it will ever become a 
real city. ‘It has some of it, yes, but not 
half enough, and it suffers because of it. 

The main trouble is that Richmond is 
not quite big enough yet to eradicate pro- 
vineialism and factional feelings, to see 
the big things and in doing so overlook 
the small. Richmond is a great big over- 
grown boy that has outgrown its boy’s 
clothes and vet its parents will not buy 
it a man’s size suit, and its father still 
wants to take it out in the woodshed 
with a barrel stave, and its mother still 
wants to cut its hair around a bowl. Its 
hands and arms stick out beyond its 
sleeves out of all proportion: and its pants 
are way*up above its knees, and it looks 
like any other overgrown kid that is 
neither boy nor man—all legs and arms. 

Our city authorities, civi¢ bodies and 
individnals have all, been used to dealing 
ii pennies and nickels to buy. the boy 
gum and taffy, and now that, he” needs 
automobiles, clothes, college education, 
travel and many other tings like a 
young man always does, the Parents get 
heart failure and fail to realize that a 
man cannot get along on the. things, a 
boy’ can. 

Theéresult is that such cities as Oak- 
land walk away with the things which 
ought, to come to Richmond. Down there 
they go ahead with the improvenient’ of 
theit harbor and waterfront, and have 
brought in over a hundred new industrial 
concerns this year 1919, big and little, 
with an aggregate payroll of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. Richmond, on’ the 
other hand, although having & much’ bet- 
ter waterfront to improve, refused to im- 
proyé ‘it because it costs something, an 
it refnses to carry on fhe campaigns rat 
education and. propaganda necessary to 
bring big industries here. While Oak- 
landwas ‘gathéring in that hundred new 
indistries. this year Richmond ‘has got 
oneé—just one, and it is not at all large. 

Real estate men knock each other, and 
other business interests do the same. 
Matiy would not vote for the harbor 
bonds because those owning land nearby 
would profit more than they did. How 
narrow and provincial that all is! If 
certain men and interests stand to make 
because of waterfront and harbor im- 
provement, why should we care? We 
ought to be big-minded enough to be 
glad of it, for that which makes money 
for them also makes money for the City 
of Richmond ,and for all of us, and builds 
up our city, and, incidentally; if those 
men’s lands are enhanced in value, they 
are taxed accordingly, and our own tax- 
ation is lowered on account of it. 

Brown won’t give a hundred dollars to 
get a factory to come because it is pro- 
posed to locate it on Smith’s land, and 
vice versa. And there you are. 

All that sort of stuff has got to be 
buried, or Richmond will not grow into 
a city in a thousand years. Cut it out! 
It is too small for such a people as we 
are, or ought to be, 

The newly organized Chamber of Com- 
merce is trying hard to aecomplish some- 
thing of moment for our city: and it 
meets with that pulling and hauling 
every week of its life. Stop it! The time 


for child’s play in Richmond is past. 
This is a man’s game, and a strenuous 
one at that. 

‘Join the Chamber of Commerce and 
help boost! Quit looking through the 
wrong end of the horn! ‘With united 
efforts we can do anything we want— 
positively anything! Without it we can 
do nothing but’ dubb around and make 
faces at each other ,like we have been 
doing, while other cities walk away with 
all the plums. 

Richmond has outgrown its diapers and 
smocks, and needs and must have over- 
alls and jumpers, and the biggest kind 
made! 


THEY’RE CHEAP POLITICIANS 


The treaty is not dead. The League 
of Nations is not buried. The enemies 
of both are merely dancing upon an im- 
aginary grave. 

Their temporary jubilation is not only 
premature, it, is absurd, It, is an insolent 
rejoicing in the face of the most deplor- 
able political situation that, has ever con- 
fronted the American people. Whatever 
injury has been done to the treaty is as 
nothing épmpared’ with the disastrous, 
blow to Arherican respect for the’ ‘status.
